NEW JERSEY FAIRLY

NEWARK, N. J., May 24.—Newark 
took up the enthusiasm that has been 
rolling with Theodore Roosevelt 
in 
his western tour, when yesterday he 
opened his fight to win the state in a 
flying automobile dash through terri­ 
tory containing more than half the 
population of the state. The colonel’s 
Jersey campaign opened with a boom 
at Paterson at noon, when a throng 
of mill workers and 
laboring 
men 
roared for him in the 
armory. 
At 
night a rollicking, merry-making, hap­ 
py crowd of Roosevelt followers gath­ 
ered at the Essex Troop Armory and 
fairly sizzled with life and red-hot en­ 
thusiasm for the colonel.

Jersey’s 
Roosevelt sentiment into a flame. All 
the colonel bad to do was to mention 
Ohio and his crowds wouldn’t 
stop 
cheering. 
T. R. ti» Cheerful Mood 
The colonel was in mellow mood. It 
was a charitable, kindly spirit 
that 
moved in him all day. Hardly a flash 
of the bitterness and ham m ering‘pug­ 
nacity of the Massachusetts and Ohio 
campaign was seen. He hardly men­ 
tioned President Taft during the day. 
He hardly mentioned the fight 
he 
was making in its hard and personal 
features.

Golden Rule Doctrine Preached 
Then to the well-off, who predomi­ 
nated in his audiences 
In 
Passaic, 
Hackensack and the pleasant green 
Jersey suburbs he flew through 
In 
his automobile, he preached the gol­ 
den rule, altruism, helping the other 
fellow not so well off—specifically by 
the elimination of such conditions In 
the handling of big business that are 
responsible, 
he 
declared, 
for 
the 
growing feeling of unrest, discontent, 
rancor and olass hatred, that he told 
these crowds they wpuld hand down 
as a curse upon their children lf 
they did not remove them now.

Some Concessions to be Made 


as Result of Conference 


Held Yesterday 


NO REDUCTION DF 
FARE POSSIBLE 


Depot, Crossings, Signals and 


Route to Orange and Trol­ 


ley Trip Discussed 


D. W. Pontius, general traffic agent 
of the Pacific Electric, was here yes­ 
terday and held a conference with N. 
A. Ulm, secretary of the Merchants 
A Manufacturers’ Association, Frank 
Ey, president of the Board 
of City 
Trustees, and L. L. Shaw, a commit­ 
teeman of the Chamber of Commerce. 
The result of the conference was the 
assurance that a number of things 
wanted by Santa Ana would be done, 
and the plain showing of the traffic 
manager that Santa Ana cannot now 
expect a rtduced roundtrip was taken 
aa proving that the Pacific Electric 
la giving Santa Ana the fairest kind of 
a deal on fares. 
Pontius is a courteous gentleman, 
and he impressed the committeemen 
with his fairness and desire to accom­ 
modate Santa Aha in every way possi­ 
ble. 
Pontius stated that the Paciflo Elec­ 
tric has provided for the completion 
of the double track from Buaro to Ben­ 
edict in this year's budget, and if that 
budget la allowed that work will be 
done as soon as possible. 
The assqrancauwas given, that warn­ 
ing signals will be established at the 
First street and Chestnut avenue cros­ 
sings. Pontius said that lf the appar­ 
atus is not already on hand that it will 
soon be available for installation at 
those crossings. 
The request that a longer period of 
time be given the excursionists of the 
Triangle Trolley Trip was met with 
favor. The explanation of the hurry 
and scurry that results from the short 
stay of the tourists bere was entirely 
convincing. 
Pontius said that the 
schedule would be adjusted in such a 
manner that the twenty minute stay 
here would be increased materially. 
The request that the Pacific Elec­ 
tric establish a depot in Santa Ana 
was talked over. Pontius stated that 
it waa hiB opinion that the property 
of the P. E. at the corner of East 
Fourth and Mortimer streets was too 
far from the center of the city to be a 
convenient place for a depot, and at 
the present time the P. E. has no other 
close-in property suitable for the erec­ 
tion of a depot. That la a matter that 
will be given tho beat attention. 
Matter of Fares 
Many local people have felt that 
the P. E. ought to give a seventy-five 
cent round trip rate from Santa Ana 
to Loa Angeles. Pontius showed that 
in comparison to the distances from 
Los Angeles and the rates given oth­ 
er towns of Southern California, San­ 
ta Ana baa as low rate aa any, except 
Huntington Beach and Newport Beach 
which line is being operated at 
a 
loss because of the fact that for a 
part of the week the trafflo is very 
light. The statement of

man showed that the P. B. bas not 
discriminated against Santa Ana in 
that matter.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—How the 
establishment of a steamship line be­ 
tween Loa Angeles and 
the 
orient 
was blocked by the Southern Pacific 
Company was told to the senate com­ 
mittee on interoceanic canals yester­ 
day. 
Jealousy of the growing 
Impor­ 
tance of Los Angeles as a shipping 
center and anxiety to keep the ori­ 
ental freight business at San Fran­ 
cisco were assigned as tile reasons 
for the act. 
This interesting bit of recent com­ 
mercial history was given 
by 
Cap­ 
tain Robert Dollar of the Dollar line 
of steamers, who appeared before the 
committee in 
connection 
with 
the 
hearing on Panama canal legislation. 
Several years ago, 
according 
to 
Captain Dollar’s story to the com­ 
mittee, he planned to put on a line 
of boats between Los Angeles har­ 
bor and the orient, and entered into 
negotiations with the Salt Lake Rail­ 
road for the development of oriental 
freight business at San Pedro. 
The 
Salt Lake was to gather up all the 
business it .could and concentrate It 
at San Pedro, and the Dollar steam­ 
ship line was to develop the oriental 
trade and divert it to San Pedro for 
transcontinental transportation. 
Harriman “Vetoes” Project 
After all the details 
had 
been 
worked out, said Captain Dollar, 
he 
was told it would be necessary 
to 
submit, the proposition to Mr. Harri­ 
man, then head of the Southern Pa­ 
cific system. 
The plans were 
sub­ 
mitted to the Southern Pacific head 
and nothing more was heard of it. He 
executed a “pocket veto." The proj­ 
ect soon after was abandoned. Cap­ 
tain Dollar said: 
“The Southern Pacific had a mo­ 
nopoly on the oriental trade to San 
Francisco, and Mr. Harriman was de­ 
termined to prevent any of it being 
diverted to Los Angeles harbor. His 
control of railroads was so extensive! 
and absolute that he was able to stifle I 
competition wherever it showed signs' 
of springing up. We dimply had to 
quit.’’ 
Another interesting phase of Cap­ 
tain Dollar’s testimony before 
the 
committee related to the cost of the 
construction of ships on the Pacific 
coast and in Europe. 
Criticises Shipping Laws 
He told of one boat that he had 
built at Glasgow at a cost of 1208,000. 
The length of this vessel 
was 
423 
feet. 
“Later,” said Captain Dollar, “we 
ordered a ship built at the Los An­ 
geles yards. This boat was only 216 
feet, and we could ram her into the 
hold of the Glasgow-built ship. 
Yet 
it cost us $200,000.” 
He also told of a boat that he had 
built at Seattle, for which 
he 
paid 
$220,000. He sent plans and specifi­ 
cations to England and found that he 
could have had it 
constructed 
for 
$97,000. 
He 
insisted, 
however, 
that 
any 
transcontinental railroad that puts on 
a line of steamers to parallel its rail­ 
road lines has an ulterior motive. 
He declared that if the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company and the Ameri- 
can-Hawaiian line were to enter into 
a combination and were allowed the 
use of the canal they would drive in­ 
dependent steamship companies from 
the coastwise traffic. 
Dollar criticised severely the Unitl 
cd States laws regarding 
shipping, 
declaring that they are far too rigid.

Food Habits of Birds 
In Relation to Man 


While by far the great majority of 
birds are of decided economic value. 
on the other hand a few are destruc­ 
tive throughout the year, 
and still 
others are injurious at certain sea­ 
sons. These are the ones concerning 
which more definite 
knowledge 
la 
needed. 
Tho study of the food habits of 
birds, carried on by the Biological 
Survey of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, has been of in­ 
estimable value in determining those 
birds which are useful 
and 
those 
which are harmful. To be of great­ 
est value,however, this work must be 
supplemented by special work in the 
different states, and this is what is 
now being done in California. 
In 
January of last 
year. 
Mr. H. C. 
i Bryant or the University of Califor­ 
n ia was appointed by the State Fish 
> abd Game Commission to carry on 


I this special work. Careful study will 
be made during two years, of the 
I food habits of certain birds which are 
now on the protected list, but whose 
economic value has been questioned 
tin certain sections of the state. The 
) birds which will receive special study 
ate the meadowlark, blackbird, and 
’robin, while the horned lark road­ 


runner and mourning dove will alap 
receive some attention. This Investi­ 
gation will be carried on in a thor­ 
ough manner, by stomach analysis of 
birds throughout the year, by care­ 
ful field study and by consultation 
with farmers, so that 
the 
results 
should mean much to the agrlculto 
rat interests of the state. 
The harm done by birds can usual' 
ly be traced to one of tile following 
reasons: 
(I) to in 
overabundance 
of some particular species of bird la 
a certain locality; (I) to the estab­ 
lishment of artificial 
conditions, as 
results when waste lands are placed 
under cultivation, thus removing the 
natural food supply of birds, when 
they turn to the new eupply furnish­ 
ed by man; (2) to a failure of the 
natural food supply of 
the 
birds; 
when they feed largely on food not 
taken to any great extent under nor­ 
mal conditions;. (4) to the location cit 
crops in relation to the nesting sites 
of birds, as shown In the damage done 
by red-winged

The barbecued meat could not have 
been better. Mullen Yost, a master 
hand at a barbecue, was at the head 
of the meat-cutting department. Two 
cattle were slaughtered for the occa­ 
sion, and fully 1200 pounds of meat 
were cooked. 
Yost’s method is this: 
A pit is 
dng and lined with brick. In this a 
fire is maintained until the bricks are 
hot. A quantity of rocks 
are 
also 
heated. 
Huge chunks of meat are wrapped 


in cheese-cloth. This bundle is wrap­ 
ped in ono dry barley sack and two 
wet ones, tied with baling wire. After 
the brick and rocks are hot, the pit 
is cleared, and the meat put in. Hot 
rooks are piled on top, and oil-cloth 
find dirt make a covering from which 
no heat from the interior can come. 
Thus the meat is cooked, every ounce 
of the nutrition remaining. The meat 
used yesterday was 
started 
at 
9 
o’clock Wednesday night. It was as 
tender and delicious as meat can be. 
The barbecue was the main thing 
yesterday. 
The cooked 
meat 
and 
Spanish beans were the principal ar­ 
ticles of diet. Hundreds of

FIRE FIGHTING 


GO-OPERATION 


Real Test Under Newly Organ­ 


ized System Proved Its 


Advisability 


Cooperation in fighting forest fires 
under the newly organized protection 
system of the United States f orest 
Service had its first real lest recent­ 
ly on tbe Angeles National Forest. A 
fire started in Devil Canyon near San 
Bernardino and thirty minutes after 
it was discovered two auto 
trucks 
with men and provisions and tools, 
In charge of Mr. W. C. Starke of the 
San Bernardino Water Department, 
were speeding to the scene of 
the 
fire, which was soon put out with lit­ 
tle damage. This almost equals the 
record of some city fire departments. 
The co-operative fire fighting sys­ 
tem is the result of closer organiza­ 
tion of the volunteer help made by 
the Forest Service following the dis­ 
astrous fires in Southern California 
last summer. Officers of the Service 
made an extensive canvass 
through 
the towns immediately adjacent 
to 
the Angeles national Forest and in­ 
augurated 
the 
system that is now 
proving 
so 
effective. 
Volunteer 
mountain 
fire 
fighting 
companies 
were organized In seven towns along 
the front. 
In each community some represen­ 
tative citizen was selected as Agent 
for the Forest Service. His duty it 
is to locate In advance of a call a 
cow of volunteer fire fighters and to 
see that their equipment and trans­ 
portation la ready at a moment’s no­ 
tice. Ile arranges for the immediate 
forwarding of the men, tools and sup­ 
plies when notified over the phone by 
tbe ranger back in the hills that a 
fire has broken out. This arrange­ 
ment permits the forest rangers to 
give their entire attention to patrol 
and saves the time hitherto lost by 
tbe ranger coming down out of the 
mountains to gather a crew of men. 
These agents and volunteer fire fight­ 
ers are paid by the Government when 
engaged in actual 
fire 
work, 
but 
many of them show such a fine pub­ 
lic spirit that they refuse to accept 
pay for their servi es. The Bystem 
is working admirably and is being 
rapidly extended to other parts of 
the state.

Poat has under the heading, "Should 
Keep Oat of Ordinary Business": 
At a recent meeting of the direc­ 
tors of the S. A. V. I. Co. the follow­ 
ing motion was adopted: 
“On motion the superintendent was 
Instructed to procure forms for mak­ 
ing 8 and 10-inch pipe and sell to 
stockholders at cost.” 
The early fathers of the S. A. V. I. 
Co. started the precedent of supply­ 
ing the stockholders of the company 
with cement at cost for irrtgation- 
purposes only; 
hut they stopped 
there. They reasoned that to go so 
far would add nothing to the burdens 
of the other stockholders and, where 
the poor stockholder did his own 
work, it would save him a portion of 
the cash outlay; but, lf a stockholder 
was able to buy his pipe and preferred 
to do so, he should buy of those Who 
were engaged 
in 
the business of 
making pipe. The company would 
not sell cement at any price to the 
pipe makers, nor to any one other 
than a stockholder, nor to a stock­ 
holder except for irrigating purposes 
for himself alone. In short, it never 
was conceded that the company had 
a legal right to go into business gen­ 
erally, even lf, by doing so, it could 
save money for Its stockholders. 
The ultimate effect of the course 
now entered upon by the company 
will be to drive the cement workers 
out of the 
pipe-making 
business. 
There can be no doubt about that, 
since the purchasers of pipe here 
are, almost without exception, stock- 
holoers of the water company and will 
buy where they can buy 
cheapest. 
The few that are not stockholders 
would then have to order their pipe 
from abroad, paying transportation 
in addition to the regular market 
price. 
There are at least two rea­ 
sons why the water company can 
make pipe cheaper than other pipe- 
makers. The profit to the contract­ 
ors, over and above his expenses, and 
for which he engages in the business, 
would be cut out when the water 
company sells pipe at cost; then the 
cost of management or supervision, 
the overhead expense, as it is called, 
would be cut out where the superin­ 
tendent of the water company is paid 
a regular salary. To these might be 
added the cost of tools, yard rent, 
bookkeeping 
and 
numerous 
other 
items which would cost the water 
cbmpany nothing additional. It Is a 
plain case that no plpe-maker can 
compete with the water 
company 
when it sells its product at cost. 
The wrong 
perpetrated 
by this 
new regime is not confined to out­ 
siders; every stockholder in the com­ 
pany, who does not purchase 
pipe, 
helps to bear the expense of making 
the pipe cheap for those who do buy. 
Of course, it would be nard to trace 
each particle of the expense and 
fallow who helped to meet it; but the 
I fact remains that, where pipe is fur- 
| Dished by the 
water company at 
less cost than can be done by other 


I plpe-makers, a part of the cost must 
come out of the stockholders of the 
company. It might be said that all 
the overhead expense of pipe-making 
and the use of the company's yards, 
tools, etc., can be gotten out of the 
officers, employes and property of 
the company without additional ex­ 
panse to the stockholders; but such 
is not the cese. The officers and em­ 
ployes occasionally complain of the 
amount of work they have to per­ 
form and ask for more pay or more 
help, while the company's property 
is a continual expense for taxes, re­ 
pairs and replacement. 
If the officers and employes of the 
company have 
Spare time and 
strength for more work, either the 
force might be shortened up or other 
work be found that would equally 
benefit all the stockholders without 
injuring outside business enterprises 
or undertaking work for which the 
company was not organised or In 
corporated.
